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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or show the following limitations: wherein 
the compensating for the fixed delay includes subtracting out the fixed delay in a 
calculation of the time period corresponding to the variable delay, wherein the 
compensating comprises increasing a first time period corresponding to receipt 
of the transmission at the end of the remote air interface radio portions by a 
second time period corresponding to the fixed delay, and wherein the host 
processing part is configured to compensate for the fixed delay by subtracting 
out the fixed delay to evaluate the time interval.
